I had the honour of submitting, on the 29th of July, an Abstract 
which gave the number of Thoroughbred and other Sires in 
Ireland in 1864, 1868, and 1871; and on the 2nd of August, a 
Return of the acreage under Flax in 1870 and 1871, with the 
number of Scutching Mills in 1870. I now beg to submit General 
Abstracts showing, by Counties and Provinces, the total area under 
each description of Crop ; also the number of Horses, Cattle, Sheep, 
and Pigs in 1870 and 1871. 

The Emigration from Ireland, during the first seven months 
of the same years, is also given. i i * f 

The collection of the Statistics, which commenced on the 1st ot 
June, occupied nearly two months. The Enumerators, of whoni 
upwards of 3,700 were employed, were selected from the Eoyal 
Irish Constabulary and Metropolitan Police, and discharged this 
duty with their usual efficiency. About 600,000 separate holdings 
were visited by them, and the names of the various parties irom 
whom they obtained the particulars of Tillage and Live Stock tor 
each holding are stated in the Returns. ^ j v i.i 

The Abstracts have been compiled from summaries ™^^de by the 
Enumerators for their respective districts, and will probably difter 
in some degree from the revised figures which will be hereafter 
published ; but I do not apprehend that any change of importance 
■will be necessary in the numbers now given.

Scutchinff Mills , — The mirabor of Mills for scutching Fla.v in 
each province m 1870, was— In Ulster, 1,409 ; Leinster, ,89 ; Mun- 
ster, .« ; Connanglit, 31 ; making in all 1 ,,518. 
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Emi(jraiion.~li\ tlio firat seven months of 1870 the Keturus of Emigration. 
Eniigi-juite fi-om the sevoml ports of Irelaad show tl\at 53,854 pei-sons 
left this coxmtiy. In 1871, tlie Jiamher for the same period was 49,155, 
beiug !i decreiuso of 4,01)9 jKii'sons in this year. The emigi’ation referred 
to is given hy provinces for 1870 and 1871 at page 20. 

Weeds. — Oji sov'oi'al occasions I liavo called attention to the injuiy Weeds, 
arising from tlus iiuchochod growth of weeds which is, unhappily, so 
apparent throiiglumt almost every part of the country. On tliis subject 
that distinguished {igriculturist tlio late Sir John Sinclair has given the 
following o.\porimonts, AS’liieh pi’ove the great adviintage of carefully 
weeding cereal, crops : — 

“ 1 . Seven acres of light gravelly land wore fallowed, and sown broadcast with 
wheal. ; one acre was lueusurcd olf, and not a wce<l wjis pulled out of it ; the 
other six wore carefully wt'eded. The unweeiled acre produced IBbushels; the 
six weeded acres 135 1 )u.sUc1h, or 22} per acre, which is 4} bushels, or \ more 
produce in favour uf wccdhig. — 2. A six-aerc field was sown with barley, in fine 
tilth, and well manuri'd. 'I'lio weeding, owing to a groat abundance of charlock, 
cost 12.V. per acre, 'riic ])ro(luco of an im weeded acre was only 13 bushels; of 
the weeded, 28. Difference in favour of wueding, 15 bushels per acre, besides 
tlm land being j^o ninch cleaner for succeeding crops. — 3. Six acres sown with 
oats; one acre ]>loughcd but once, and nnmanui'cd, produced only 17 bushels. 

Another six acres ploughed throe times, manured, and weeded, produced 37 
bushels. Tliia experiment pi'ovcs that oats require good management, and will 
pay for it as well as other crops. '.I’en LuslieLs of the increased produce may be 
fairly attributed to the weeding, and the otlier ten to the manure.” 

Labourers' Dwellhujs. — It in ycarccly possible, both on social and Labourers 
sanitary grouiidH, to exaggerate the importance of improving the 
dwellings of tii(3 Ia]>oiiriug classes ; the Legi.slature has enabled the 
Treasury to grant iaair.s Im* thi.s inost desirable object through the 
medium of the Board of Public Works. According to the Census of 
18C1, the number of furtrth-class houses in Ireland, each of which had 
but one room, for the antire family of every age and sex, was 89,374,^ 
and in those wore living uoaiiy half a million of persons. 

I have the pleasure of stating that the information from which 
the Abstracts were compiled has been most readily afforded to the 
Enumerators by all ranks and classes in this country; and I here 
venture to observe to your Excellency, that intelligence, such as 
is shown in Ireland by the voluntary assistance given to the 
Enumerators, presents an example well deserving of imitation in 
England and Scotland, where it may be stated — I trust without 
giving any olfonce — that Agricultural Statistics have as yet made 
but little satisfactory progress, owing, no doubt, to a want of due 
consideration of the importance of the subject. 

I now beg to repeat my respectful acknowledgments^ to ^ the 
landed proprietors, tenant farmers, the clergy of all denominations, 
and to the public press, for a continuance of the generous and 
valuable assistance which I have for so many years experienced in 
connexion with these Statistics.
